KUKOPKAN POLITICS. 

On the franchi.se bill Gladstone cimtm- 
U03 to, defeat all opposition with unex- 
pected ease, and the bill will new probably 
be ready for the house uf lords next week, 
and there its rejection will lie difficult, 
unless discuasiuii uf the treaty sinks the 
government in public estimation. The 
general uneasiness of the times is indi- 
cated by the number uf menaces and dis- 
putes which are goiug mi all over Eurup.-. 
While the ministers uf both Italy ami 
Spain urt'fess to believe France's assurance 
that aho intends to respect the independ- 
ence of Morocco, the people and the press 
of both countries express open distrust 
and sore feeling. Tiie dispute between 
Servia and Bulgaria will probably bo set- 
tled by the intervention of neighboring 
jpowers. The great defeat of the liberals 
in Belgium is due to the extravagance of 
the radical wing, who demand the revision 
of the constitution, universal suffrage, and 
tan toward republicanism.

England is annoyed, be- 
cause delegates have been openly 
complime Oted oju defying her, and Hol- 
land is ren dared etill more uneasy. '] he 
African dutch were styled "People of the 
same race «« Germans," and the inter- 
pretation is that Bismarck was hinting 
designs against the independence of the 
Dutch in Europe. Such threats are the 
more formidable at this time, when the 
last male heir of tho Dutch tin one is sup- 
posed to be dying. 

ENGLISH OPINION OF BLAINE. 

New York telegrams proclaiming P 
formidable revolt from Blaine consider- 
ably affected English opinion, which was 
at first favorable to him. A Daily News 
dispatch affirms that the only lediy 
hearty commendation of Blame, except, 
on the part of the Tribune, conies from 
Jay Gould. It declares that the opposi- 
tion is based on a profound dislike among 
educated men of Blaine's thorough un- 
soundness upon all public questions, atid 
their belief that he represents the most 
corrupt tendencies of American politics. 
This is precisely the kind of telegrams 
which tend to bring America and Amen 
cans into contempt abroad. A statement 
still more damaging here is that Blaine 
intends to rely on the Irish vote, the Irish 
-expecting him to bully England. The 
■ Spectator hopes that tho independents 
vwiU prevail, believing that political purity 
.dopauds on them. It talks of Blaine as a 
\jingo statesman who is claiming sover- 
eignty for the United States throughout 
tlw two Americas. It suspects him of a 
desire to absorb Canada, and foresees that 
he will fail to catch the Irish vote while 
.alienating the support of the negroes. It 
predicts democratic success if a good can- 
i didate be named. 

The Saturday Review expresses a simi- 
.' lar .opinion, and says that tho Irish v->tr 
, can only be purchased by expressions vf 
ill-will toward England. It sees no reason 
to suppose that the Irish vote, who have 
long been faithful to the democrats, will 
v detach themselves when that party is on 
the evo of a probable triumph. 

fishermen's rows. 
Conflicts between German and English 
fishermen in the disputed waters of the 
North sea continue to be of daily occur- 
rence, and are causing some irritation at 
Berlin and London. The two govern- 
ments are parleying with regard to the 
limits within which Englishmen may lie 
allowed to fish within tho North sea, and 
three gunboats are maintained there — two 
by Germany and one by the English gov- 
ernment — to preserve peace. Patroling 
by these vessels is, however, slow and in- 
efficient, and between their visits many 
serious engagements occur among the op- 
posing fishermen, 

THE LION OF THE HOUR. 

The Maori king is being lionized in a 
small way, though ho is so poor that he 
has to lodge in a fourth rate boarding 
house. He wears ordinary English cos- 
tumes, but lias a shark's tooth suspended 
from his right ear, and four fish bones 
hanging from his breast. His high rank 
entitles him "to bo more generally tatooed 



than any of his suite. He is very proud 
and dignified, and chiefly amuses himself 
by going to theatres where the ballet 
abounds. 

HITS OF NEW s AND I10SS 1 1'. 
The historic island of St. Helena is re- 
ported to bt in it very bad way. The 
abandonment of the Cape route since the 
opening of the Suez canal has taken away 
its trade in refitting and victualling 
ships. 

The French authorities are carrying out 
the law against foreign matches with ab- 
surd severity. .A gentleman was heavily 
lined at Boulogne for having wax matches 
and the proprietor of a testuuraut in 
which an English sailor bad forgotten his 
lioht.s was lined thirty francs a franc for 
every match.

'PHOTEGTld^Oy^S^^dlFWEES. 

It seems strange that while tho Do- 
minion government (very properly, we 
submit,) protects home industry by the 
imposition of henry duties on foreign 
manufactured articles entering the Do- 
minion it should iu a great measure ne- 
glect to provide adequate protection for 
the owners of towbuats. It is an admitted 
fact that in two recent months an Ameri- 
can tug earned upwards of §5000 by tow- 
ing vessels from the Straits to Nanaimo 
and Burrard Inlet and out to sea again. 
No one will blame the Americans for tak- 
ing advantage of the Canadian laws, the 
laxity of which renders the owning of 
British tugboats in these waters very un- 
profitable; but since their attention has 
been drawn to the subject in a very forci- 
ble manner it will be the fault of the Can- 
adians themselves if the harmful con- 
dition of things is permitted to continue 
a moment longer than it becomes neces- 
sary to write a dispatch on tho subject. 
It was pointed out in previous articles that 
the disability under which our tugs labor 
in competition with American tugs does 
not arise from any want of enterprise or 
energy on their part; but simply from the 
fact that the American boats enjoy in 
these waters privileges which ours do not 
enjoy in American waters. For instance, 
a British tug may not pick up a vessel in 
the straits and tow her above Port Town- 
send under pain of seizure and forfeiture. 
ISho may not lie in Neah Hay, the only 
safe harbor in the straits, to await the ap- 
pearance of a vessel and then offer her 
services to the vessel without having pre- 
viously proceeded to Port Townsend and 
cleared. An American tug, on the other 
hand, can lie at Neah Bay until a vessel 
appears and may then "honk mi to her" 
(as our Nanaimo contemporary would Bay) 
and tow her immediately to any port on 
tho American or British side. The Am- 
erican coasting laws are framed in the 
interest of the shipping of that nation. 
The Americans protect every interest 
from the manufacture of a match to tho 
building of a ship. The Canadians, who 
have been very thoughtful in many re- 
spects when framing their revenue laws, 
have failed to provide for the 
contingency to which we now refer. Their 
intention was to place American shipping 
on precisely the same footing as Canadian 
•shipping occup en in American waters. The 
net legalizes the issuance of a proclamation 
altering the rules and regulations whenever. 
: u the opinion of tie governor-iu-eomicil, 
in the interest of Canadian shipping an 
alteration shall be deemed necessary. Now, 
there is lying in these (waters, in compara- 
tive idleness, about S250,000 worth of tow- 
boat property. This property is idle be- 
cause the laws of Canada ale so lax that 
they allow an American tug to da here what 
a British tug may not do on the American 
side, 'fhis anomaly should be changed at 
onco. If any consideration is shown or 
concession made by the Canadians it should 
be in the interest of our own vessels. As 
long as British tugs are not permitted to 
tow vessels in American waters, American 
tugs should not be allowed to tow British 
vessels in these waters. If such a rule was 
put in force throughout the Dominion, 
what would happen? At the very next ses- 
sion of the Tinted States congress the 
coasting laws would he altered, and privil- 
eges that are now withheld from Canadian 
tugboats would be freely extended. The 
Nanaimo Free Press is opposed to any 
change iu the Canadian roasting laws, lint 
the Free Press is suffering from a severe at- 
tack of Yictoriaphobia; and imagines it de- 
tects in every proposition that is advanced 
in the interest of tin whole country a 
scheme for the undoing of Nanaimo. Our 
contemporary may rest his small soul in 
pence. We can assure him that Victorians 
have larger anil mightier subjects to occupy 
their attention than hostility to Nanaimo; 
but we cannot h 'lp saying that 
if Nnnaimoans devoted more time to 
tho suppression of pigstys within their city 
limits (see last grand jury's report) , and less 
to an attempt to destroy British tugboat in- 
terests, they would certainly be a healthier 
if not a happier and better pei pie. 

M 11, CHAMBERLAIN AND Till-: 
SHIFO W NMRij, 

At last Mr. Chamberlain has made his 
long looked for speech in defence and ex- 
planation of the Merchant Shipping Bill. 
And it was certainly a great speech in 
length if in no other respects. For it oc- 
cupied three hours and three-quarters, 
during the whole of which period the pre- 
sident of the board of trade continued to 
pour upon his hearers a perfect torrent of 
facts and figures without even pausing 
once for a sip id' water. But even Mr. 
Chamberlain's bitterest critics admit that 
he laid his case very forcibly before the 
house, and that he showed very good 
cause for the position he has taken up. 
Home of the facts mentioned produced a 
sensation. For instance, statistics de- 
monstrate that in twelve years one sea 
man out of every six employed is 
lost and that as the average working 
life of a seaman is L'-l years, the chance of 
not perishing at sea in that time is only 
one in three. Facts such as these have 
interested both the house and tho coun- 
try, and will secure public sympathy for 
Mr. Chamberlain's cause. Mr. Chamber- 
lain is aware of this, for he has made ar- 
rangements by which large numbers of a 
verbatim report of his speech- the first 
edition is 10,000 will be freely distrib- 
uted throughout tho country. The ship- 
owners, who are extremely irate at the 
speech, will be not a whit less active, and 
a very keen struggle between the two 
parties may be expected. Mr. Chamber- 
lain is tho hist man in the world to yield 
until compelled. But considering the 
state of public business, there is very 
little chance of his bill being added to 
the statute book this year, unless the 
autumn session, which is already being 
talked of, should become a reality. Next 
year, if he does not succeed this, he will 
make another attempt, and it will bo sur- 
prising if tho future leader of the liberal 
party, as he is pretty generally regarded, 
does not be successful in the long run. 



Woman's Stiffi-agc. 

To the Editor:— Yesterday being the 
first time that ladies have had the oppor- 
tunity of voting in this city for school 
trustees, made it quite an important day 
among them, and well did they show their 
appreciation of the privilege accorded 
them by the legislature, proving that they 
aro deeply interested in public affairs, and 
that they are prepared for further privil- 
eges. 

Several ladies- some of the most prom- 
inent of the \V. C.T. U. workers — fearing 
that the intluonco which women could and 
and should exert over tho elections would 
not be fully appreciated, organized them 
selves and visited a great number of fam- 
ilies, who, in almost every instance, re- 
ceived them with kindness aud apprecia- 
tion, the result being most of tho mothers 
wont to tho polls and cast their votes on 
the side of morality. 

Although this society of women was 
started less than a year ago, it is evident 
that their power is being felt, and they 
have evory reason to congratulate them- 
selves that for the short time they have 
been working two men who were on their 
ticket succeeded in being elected, and a 
third was within five votes of being victori- 
ous. There is much work yet for these 
women to do, and we are glad to know that 
there aro indications that the moral tone 
of our city is improving, bo it even a little. 

On behalf of the ladies, 1 must say that 
at all the polls they were hidy-lik* and 
intelligent, and did not in the least lose 
their dignity or womanliness, and, with 
the exception of by two of the candidates, 
they were treated with the utmost respect 
by the sterner sex: but to an uninterested 
observer the conduct of two of the candi- 
dates was certainly rude and ungentle- 
manly towards both lady and gentleman 
voters. We think that ii is a very poor 
indication of their capability to till the 
positions they are asking when even in 
their enthusiasm in endeavoring to place 
themselves in office they will so far forget 
themselves as to fail to treat any lady with 
the utmost respect. To my mind, .Mr. 
Editor, it looks as though any man stand- 
ing fur the position of school trustee ought 
to be able to control both tongue ami 
temper at an election without voters being 
under the necessity of making application 
to the police. 

In conclusion, allow me to congratulate 
the ladies on the interest they have evinced 
in public affairs; and trusting that our le- 
gislators will be convinced that our wemen 
are sufficiently advanced to be allowed the 
ballot, 1 hope that during the coming ses- 
sion of parliament thoy may be grante 
this further privilege, for which they have 
shown themselves duly qualified.

That the mill be only obliged to run so 
long in each year as there is a supply of 
wool.
